And  if, 
ladies  and  gentlemen,  that  successor  should  prove  to  be  a  gentleman  the 
admired  representative  of  that  thrice  honoured  theatrical  family,  another 
gifted  daughter  of  whose  house  it  is  our  pride  to  have  brought  so 
triumphantly  under  your  notice, — in  that  case,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  I  can 
only  say  that  as  far  as  one  iranager  can  forgive  another,  it  will  aff'ord  us 
much  consolation  should  the  change  prove  to  be  for  his  and  your  gain. 

For  Mrs.  Mathews  and  myself,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  I  beg  most  un- 
affectedly to  return  you  our  humble  and  cordial  thanks.  For  the  unvarying 
kindness  you  have  shewn  us,  both  as  actors  and  as  managers,  we  are 
deeply  beholden  to  you  ;  and  hereafter,  whether  as  actors  or  managers, 
whether  here  or  elsewhere,  we  trust  that  a  proper  sense  of  that  kindness 
will  ever  be  present  to  animate  and  to  sustain  our  best  exertions  for  your 
amusement.

Shepherd's  Cottage,  Vine  Ter- 
race, Waterloo  Road,  It  appeared  that  Mr.  Healey,  who  had  been  sit- 
ting up  all  Monday  night,  composing  and  arranging  the  music  of  the 
new  pieces  to  be  produced  on  Whit  Monday  at  the  Strand  Theatre,  and 
feeling  fatigued  and  somewhat  indisposed,  retired  to  his  chamber  at  about 
a  quarter  past  one  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  Tuesday  to  lie  down  on  his 
bed  for  a  short  time,  observing  to  Mrs.  Healey  that  he  intended  only  to 
take  a  nap,  and  that  afterwards  he  should  resume  his  labour.  Mrs.  Healey 
at  the  expiration  of  the  stated  time,  finding  that  her  husband  had  not 
risen,  went  into  the  room  for  the  purpose  of  rousing  him,  when  she  found 
him  insensible.  Medical  aid  was  instantly  called  in,  but  the  efforts  of  the 
surgeons  to  restore  animation  were  fruitless.  Mr.  Healey  was  the  leader 
at  the  Adelphi  and  New  Strand  Theatres,  and  formerly  occupied  the  same 
situation  at  Astley's  Amphitheatre.  He  was  considered  a  first-rate  mu- 
sician, and  was  the  composer  of  a  number  of  popular  airs  and  melodies. 
From  his  amiable  disposition  and  companionable  qualities,  he  was  greatly 
esteemed  by  an  extensive  circle  of  professional  and  other  acquaintance. 
We  regret  to  add  that  Mr.  Healey  has  left  a  widow  and  family  to  mourn 
his  loss.

The  following  is  a  sketch  of 
the  plot : — Juha,  a  youngVestal, (Madame  Schodel,)  is  in  love  with  Licin- 
ius  (Herr  Eichberger,)  a  Roman  General,  who  obtains   the  assistance  of 
his  friend  and  brother-soldier  Cinna  to  carry  her  off  from  the  atrium,   or 
dwelling  of  the  vestals  ;  Licinius  has  just  returned  triumphant   from  the 
field  of  battle,   and  proceeds   in  triumph   to    the   atrium  to  receive  the 
wreath  of  victory  ;  the  presentation  of  which  falls  to  the  lot  of   Julia,    she 
being  the  youngest  of  the  Vestals.     During  the  performance  of  the  cere- 
mony, he  bids  her  hold  herself  in  readiness  for  flight.     The    second    act 
opens  with  a  Vesper  Hymn,  after  which  the  High  Priestess  confides   the 
vestal  flame  to  the  care  of  Julia  ;  Licinius  makes    his  appearance,  and   is 
about  to  fly  with  Julia,    when  the  fire  on  the  altar  becomes  extinguished  ; 
the  voices  of  the  populace  are    heard  without ;    Licinius   escapes  without 
being  detected;  but  Pontifex  Maximus,  aware  that  some  man  has  entered 
the  precincts  of  the  atrium,  Julia  is  condemned,  and  sentenced  to  be  buried

Of  Thal- 
berg himself,  we  feel  it  to  be  impossible  to  speak  in  terms  of  praise  too 
high — and,  assuredly,  we  feel  how  sadly  our  praise  lacks  the  merit  of 
discrimination  ;  but  of  some  other  parts  of  the  concert,  we  find  ourselves 
at  liberty  to  express  opinions  somewhat  less  favourable.  The  singing  was, 
with  the  exception  of  "  DerWanderer,"  by  Staudigl,  by  no  means  first-rate. 
Madame  Heinefetter — great  creature  as  she  frequently  approves  her- 
self on  the  stage — is,  like  many  other  great  singers,  uncertain  in  the 
concert  room.  Yesterday,  in  the  song,  "  Waldvoglein,"  she  sang  too 
loud,  and  her  tones  became,  in  consequence,  thin  and  hard.  But  hardi- 
ness is  the  besetting  sin  of  German  singers.  Eminent  as  musicians, 
many  of  them  are.  Almost  invariably  correct  as  timeists — always  re- 
spectable from  their  earnestness,  and  sometimes  more  than  respectable,  as 
the  earnestness  rises  into  fervour — still  the  greatest  of  German  singers 
may  not  be  depended  on  for  the  production  of  the  purest  rand  highest 
effects  of  singing.  In  the  quality  of  their  tones,  they  are  almost  invariably 
defective.  Tone  absolutely  purified  and  refined  is  the  exclusive  property 
of  the  greatest  Italian  singers.  In  the  best  schools  of  Italy — in  all  the 
great  Italian  schools  of  former  days — tone  is  the  one  great  requisite,  with- 
out which  all  other  properties  that  may  appertain  to  an  educated  voice, 
are  reputed  as  of  little  worth.  Madame  Heinefetter  for  instance,  has  a 
splendid  voice,  but  her  tone  (not  her  intonation)  is  uncertain.  Of  the  ex- 
quisite crescendos  with  which Grisi  delights  her  auditors,  Madame  Heine- 
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fetter  is  utterly  incapable.  The  German  lady's  notes  are  produced,  at 
times,  as  if  they  were  square.  The  volume  of  sound  wants  symmetry  ; 
and  the  tone,  moreover,  of  the  whole  volume  is  apt  to  be  produced,  not 
purely  from  the  chest,  but  to  be  formed  in  the  front  part  of  the  mouth. 
The  effect  is,  as  we  have  stated,  thinness  and  harshness.  Staudigl  is,  in 
like  manner,  a  great  singer.  He  has  a  splendid  deep  voice,  profound 
musical  talent,  taste,  feeling;  but  in  toney  how  far  befalls  below  the 
level  of  Lablache.

Property  in  jewellery,  &c.j 
amounting  to  £200,  has  been  given  up,  and  there  is  a  considerable  quan- 
tity of  property  mentioned  in  the  possession  of  the  proprietors  of  Covent 
Garden  Theatre,  who  are  inserted  as  creditors  for  the  sum  of  £6,166, 
and  opposite  the  claim  is  a  long  statement  of  the  circumstances  connected 
with  the  undertaking  of  the  establishment.  The  insolvency  is  attributed 
to  several  causes.  To  the  loss  incurred  at  the  Olympic ;  to  the  failure  of 
the  engagements  in  America  ;  to  the  expense  of  the  voyage,  and  outfit  of 
the  insolvent  and  his  wife  ;  to  the  loss  sustained  at  Covent  Garden  The- 
atre ;  to  law  expenses,  and  the  heavy  amount  paid  for  "  money  accommo- 
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dations"  and  interest.  Some  particulars  are  given  of  the  trip  in  1838  to 
America,  showing  that  the  whole  amount  received  was  only  £1,750,  and 
the  expenses  were  considerable.  x\n  opinion  may  be  formed  of  the  extent 
of  "  law  matters,"  by  mentioning  that  £1,500,  has  been  already  paid,  and 
about  £3,000  worth  of  law  is  set  forth  in  the  shape  of  debts.

*'  My  company."  said  Barnet,  "  are  mentally  respectable  people,  who 
have,  and  can  instruct  and  improve  the  Oxonians."  "Ah  !  now  you've 
hit  it,"  quoth  the  learned  Theban.  "  That's  my  objection,  since  you  will 
have  it, — they  are  too  respectable,  our  gownsmen  mix  in  their  society  ; 
nay,  go  so  far  as  to  take  lessons  in  elocution,  &c.  That  won't  do,  sir.  A 
university  man  instructed  by  a  strolling  player !  It  must  not  be ;  I 
must  put  a  stop  to  such  degradation  ;  I  refuse  the  licence.  Good  day, 
sir,"  "  And  yet  you'll  license  horse  riding  and  slang  !"  pertinaciously  ob- 
served he  of  the  sock  and  buskin  once  patronised  by  Majesty.  "  Well,  sir, 
well,  sir,"  cried  the  indignant  dignitary,  "  'Tis  my  will  and  pleasure.

Destruction  of  a  Theatre  in  New  Orleans. — On  Sunday  evening,  the 
13th  of  March,  about  6  o'clock,   an  alarm    of  fire  was  given,  and   it  was 
soon  discovered  to  have  commenced  its  work  of  destruction  in  a  shed  and 
stable  at  the  back  part  of  96,  Camp-street,  occupied  by  Quirk  and  Sons, 
cabinet  makers.     The  stable    adjoined  the  rear  of  St.  Charles  Theatre, 
aud  the   combustibles  gave  out  a  lofty  flame  in    a  few  seconds.     The  en- 
gines were  on  the  spot  quite  in  time  to  have  arrested  the  progress  of  the 
fire,  could  they  have  gotten  in  the  rear,  so  as  to  have  played   on   the  St. 
Charles.     In  some    ten  minutes  time  the  blaze   ran   up  the   wall    of  the 
Theatre,  coursing  along  a  covering  of  tar  that  had  smeared  the  building 
in  the  process  of  hoisting  this  material  for  repairing  the    zinc  roof.     The 
paint  room  first  took  fire,  the  lambent  flames  entering  a  window  that  opened 
into  it.     Ten  minutes  more  saw  the  whole  building  enveloped  in   a  dense 
black  smoke  and  bursting  flames.     By  half-past  seven  o'clock,  one    hour 
and  a  half  from  the  time  the  building  caught,  nothing  but  the  walls  and 
the  magnificent  proscenium  arch  were  left  standing.     The  fall  of  the  great 
chandelier  was  distinctly  heard.     The  fire  next  attacked  the  Arcade  Bath 
building,  and  it  fell  a  complete  prey  to   the  devouring  element.    The  old 
Camp-street  Theatre  was  saved  with  much  difiiculty,   though  one  fourth 
of  the  rear  of  that  building  was  crushed  in,  roof  and  all,  by  the  fall  of  the 
wall  of  the  Arcade.   One  man  was  killed  by  another,   who  threw  a  bottle 
at  his  head  ;  another  by  a  tumbling  wall.    Several  men  were  seriously  in- 
jured. The  insurance  on  the  St.  Charles  and   arcade  is  30,000  dollars. 
The   arcade  was  sold  by  Mr.  Caldwell  last  summer  to  the  Gas  Company, 
and  the  Theatre  also ;  but  on  the  condition  that  at  the  end  of  three  years, 
Mr.  Caldwell  should  have  the  privilege  of  re-purchaslng  it  for  the  sum  of 
100,000   dollars   in   the  space  of  three  years  more.     All   the   scenery, 
fittings,  decorations,  and  chandelier,  &c.,  belonged  to  Mr.  Caldwell,  who 
was  not  insured.     He  estimates  his  loss  at  70,000  dollars,  at  a  low  va, 
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luation.  On  the  Camp-street  Theatre,  which  is  now  occupied  above  as 
a  billiard-room,  and  below  as  an  auction  mart,  he  had  no  insurance.  The 
injury  done  to  this  building  is  estimated  at  10,000  dollars.  Had  the  ca- 
tastrophe happened  two  hours  later,  no  one  knows  what  the  consequences 
might  have  been.  There  must  have  been  20,000  people  in  the  vicinity 
gazing  on  the  destruction  of  the  noble  pile  of  the  St.  Charles,  and  the 
I'egrets  were  long  and  loud.  It  was  the  pride  of  the  city.  Early  in  the 
last  month  the  patrons  and  friends  of  Mr.  Caldwell  were  making  the  most 
strenuous  exertions  to  rebuild  the  St.  Charles  Theatre  in  New  Orleans  in 
time  to  commence  the  season  next  autumn.

On  Saturday  evening-,  Sheridan  Knowles's  new  and  original  Play,  in 
five  acts,  entitled  TTie  Rose  of  Ar  rag  on,  was  produced  for  the  first  time 
at  this  Theatre,  and  met  with  the  most  triumphant  success.  We  cannot 
in  the  present  number  speak  of  the  acting,  scenery,  &c.  as  we  have  barely 
space  to  give  the  following  concise  account  of  the  plot : — 

Alonzo,    (H.  Holl,)  falls  in  love  with    and    privately    marries    Olivia, 
the  daughter  of  a  peasant,  (Mrs.  C.  Kean.)     He  afterwards  confesses  his 
union  publicly,  and  the  King  his  father,  apparently   consents  to  it,  but  he 
secretly  resolves   to  detach  his    son  from  what  he   considers  a    degrading 
connexion,   and  orders  him  to  join  the  army  on  the  frontier.     Alonzo  de- 
parts,— but  no  sooner  is  he  gone  than  the  King  puts  in  practice  the  design 
hehadof  separatingOliviafrom  his  son,  and  summoning  his  council  declares 
the  marriage  void  ;  and  the  unoffending  wife  is  driven  from  the  palace   at 
Saragossa,  and  commanded  by  an  edict  never  to  enter   the   city  again    on 
pain  of  death.     Olivia  has  a  brother,    Alasco,  (C.  Kean,)  an   impetuous 
but  noble  spirited  young  man,  fondl}^  attached  to  his  sister,  whom   he  re- 
gards as  a  prize  which  added  more  grace  to  royalty  thon  royalty  conferred 
on  her.     Alasco  has  a  seeming  friend,  Almagro,  (Phelps,)    to   whom  he 
wished  to  give  his  sister  in  marriage  before  she  had  wedded  Alonzo.  This 
Almagro  is  a  selfish,  ambitious,  and  crafty  man,  but  who  has  art  sufficient 
to  impose  upon  Alasco,  and  make  him  believe  him  to  be  all  that  is  just, 
brave,  and  generous.     The  news   of  Olivia's  repudiation   reaches   her  fa- 
mily, and  fury  burns  in  Alasco's  breast.    Roused  by  Alasco  and  Almagro 
the  peasantry,  who  are  ripe  for  revolt,  burst  into  open  rebellion.     Olivia, 
who  has  recently  returned    to  Saragossa,  in  defiance  of    her  sentence    of 
banishment,  rushes  into  the  presence  of  the  King,  and  informs   him   that 
his  life  is  in  danger — that  the   insurgents  of  Arragon  are  marching  upon 
the  city,  and  she  implores  him   to   save  his    life   by  instant  flight.     This, 
however,  he  refuses — the  insurgents  rush  in,  and  are  about  to  sacrifice  him 
to  their  vengeance,  when  his  life  is  spared  by  Alasco,  who  places  him  in 
custody,    and  Olivia  is  proclaimed  Regent  until  the  return  of  the  Prince. 
In  the  third  act,  Saragossa   is  in  the  hands   of  the  rebels,   and  Almagro, 
having  by  his  intrigues  been  proclaimed  sole  Regent,  resolves    to  remove 
Alasco  where  he  will  not  be  in  the  way  of  his  designs  on  Olivia,  for  whom 
he  still  entertains  a  violent  passion.     The  fourth  act   brings  back  Alonzo 
to  Saragossa,  and  in  order  to  thwart  Almagro's  designs,  he  offers  himself 
to  him  as  a  man  ready  to  undertake  any  villainy  he  may  be  employed  to  do, 
and  is  taken  into  his  employment.     Alasco,  at  length,  discovers  the  base- 
ness of  Almagro  and  upbraids  his  false  friendforhis  treachery.  The  King, 
who  had  also  been  marked  out  for  death,  has  been  privately  liberated  by 
Olivia,  who  herself  remains  in  the  power  of  the  rebel  Almagro,  who,  per- 
ceiving the  storm  gathering  over  his  head,  grows  desperate  in  his  wicked- 
ness, orders  Alasco's  father  to  the  torture,  and  prepares  by  force  to  make 
Olivia  marry  him.     He  is,  however,  frustrated  in  his  revenge,  love,    and 
hate,  takes  poison,   and  expires  in  the  presence  of  those   against   whom 
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his  machinations  were  directed.  The  King,  whose  life  had  been  saved 
by  the  peasant  wife  of  his  son,  no  longer  hesitates  to  revoke  their  divorce, 
and  make  all  parties  happy.  At  the  conclusion  the  applause  was  most 
enthusiastic,  and  the  author  was  vehemently  called  for,  but  Mr.  Vining 
came  forward  and  assured  the  audience  that  Mr.  Knowles  was  not  in  the 
Theatre.

either  by  insulting  reproaches,  or  contemptuous  silence  ;  that  in  Novem- 
ber, 1841,  on  her  return  to  Paris  to  fill  her  engagement  at  the  Italian 
Opera,  she  found  that  M.  De  Melcy  had   taken  possession  of  the  Cha- 
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teau  Vaucression,  which  is  her  own  property,  and  on  her  making"  known 
to  him  her  intention  to  come  and  live  there,  she  was  insultingly  forbidden 
to  enter,  and  that  M.  de  Melcy  had  in  the  same  manner  treated  a  formal 
summons  by  a  huissier,  and  another  by  a  justice  of  the  peace  ;  and  finally

"  The  performance  was  for  the  benefit  of  the  persons  reduced  to  distress 
by  the  late  fire  at  Hamburgh.  Permission  had  been  given  to  use  natural 
instead  of  artificial  decorations;  and  real  shrubs,  flowers,  trees,  and  grass 
plots,  were  substituted  for  painted  scenery,  as  is  occasionally  done  at  the 
Vienna  Theatre.  The  innovation  so  far  succeeded,  that  the  house  was 
filled  to  overflowing.  The  reigning  Grand  Duke  of  Reuse  Schleitz  and 
his  family  honoured  the  representation  with  their  presence.  The  piece 
was  the  Czar  and  Zimmermann  (the  Czar  and  the  Carpenter),  from  an 
episode  in  the  life  of  Peter  the  Great.  In  the  second  act,  after  a  dis- 
charge of  musketry,  a  noise  of  cracking  of  timber  was  heard,  and  the  ceil- 
ing fell  down  upon  the  pit  with  a  terrible  crash.     The  majority  of  the  au- 
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dience  in  this  part  of  the  house  made  their  escape,  but  many  were  buried 
under  the  ruins.  When  these  were  removed,  which  was  done  with  all 
possible  promptitude,  with  the  assistance  of  the  soldiery,  29  persons  were  ' 
found  dead,  and  87  more  or  less  severely  injured.  The  Grand  Ducal 
family,  and  all  the  persons  who  were  in  the  boxes  and  galleries,  escaped 
unhurt.

DONIZETTI'S   NEW  OPERA. 
To  the  Editor  of  The  Theatrical  Observer. 
Sir — The  new  Opera  by  Donizetti,  entitled  ZiWa  di  Chamouni,  has 
been   brought   out  with    complete   success.     The  cast  comprises    several 
highly  distinguished  artists — Eugenia  Tadolini,    Marietta  Brambilla,  Na- 
poleone  Moriani,  Felice  Varesi,  Prospero  Durivis,  and  Agostino  Rovere. 
The  three  latter  are  basses  ;  Derivis  is  a  native  of  France,  who    has    be- 
come distinguished  in  the  part  of  William  Tell  and  Des  Nevers,    in  Les 
Huguenots  ;   Rovere  is  a  buffo,  and  a  first-rate  one  too.     I  know  no  one 
more  fitted  to  act  in  company  with  Lablache    in  any   opera  buffa  ;  or    se- 
miseris,  such  as  Elisa  e  Claudio,  where  the  Marchese  di  Tricotazis   of 
the  former  would  admirably  support   the  Conte  Arnaldo   of  the   latter. 
The  Italian  Opera  at  Vienna  deserves  to  flourish.     It  has  a  most  power- 
ful company ;  in  primi  bassi  the    eminent   artistes  above-mentioned,   and 
one  greater  than  all,  Cesare  Badiali.     He   is    engaged   for   the   fair  at 
Brescia,  which  commences  early  in  August.     The  new  ballet  produced  at 
Milan,    called   Satanella,   would  never  have   been  endured,  except   for 
Taglioni.*   The  music  is  very  inferior  to  whattheMilanese  are  accustomed 
in  ballets,  and  a  trifling  subject  is  grievously  spun  out.     La  Gitana  is  to 
be  produced,  with  what  success  I  cannot  imagine,  for  it  has  both  the  de- 
fects   complained   of  in    Satanella.     The  latter   is  the  work  of  Filippo 
Taglioni,  who  certainly  produced  the  worst  ballet  of  last   year's  London 
season — Mathilde,  ou  la  Magie  Amour euse.  His  son  however,  Salvatore 
Taglioni,  is  one  of  the  first   composers   and   arrangers  of  ballets   in  the 
world.     His  Marco  Visconti  is  an  admirable  work.     He  still   remains  at 
Naples,  and  the  Neapolitans  would   certainly  regard   his  departure   as  a 
great  loss.     A  daughter  of  his,   Marietta  Taglioni,    is   contralto  at   San 
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Carlo.     Moderate  talent  and  a  voice  of  a  singular  but  not  pleasing  quality 
is  all  that  she  possesses.

For  the  ex- 
ecution of  her  sanguinary  plot,  she    attracted   the   principal    Huguenot 
leaders    to  Paris,  on  pretence   of  uniting  the  two  hostile  parties  through 
the  marriage  of  the  King  of  Navarre,  afterwards  Henry  IV.,  with  Mar- 
garet de  Valois,  the  youngest  sister  of  Charles  IX.     The  marriage  took 
place  on  the  18th  of  August,  and  on  the  24th  of  the  same  month  the  Pro- 
testants were  butchered.     With  this  departure  from   history,   M.  Scribe 
has  constructed  an  interesting  story,  abounding  in  points  of  much  dramatic 
interest,  though  it  must  be  admitted  that  the  nuptial    blessing,   bestowed 
on  Rauol  and  Valentine  by  the  former's    servant,  immediately  after   the 
death  of  the  lady's  gallant  husband,  is  a  rather  outre  invention  in  the  way 
of  romance,  for  which  impromptu  union  the  impending  martyrdom  of  the 
lovers  is,  however,  an  apology.

Frederick   Yates,     the    spirited,     enterprising,     and  talented  performer 
and  manager  of   the    Adelphi    Theatre,  which    took  place    on  Tuesday 
afternoon  in  Euston  Square,  having  just  reached  town    by  the  Birming- 
ham Railway.    It  will  be  remembered  that  he  had  once  or  twice  ruptured 
a  blood  vessel,  and  he  had  for  some  time  been  in  a  declining  state.     The 
following   particulars  relative  to  the  career  of  the  above    lamented  artist 
will  be  read  with  interest : — Frederick  Yates  was  born  in  London   on  the 
4th  of  February,  1797,  and   educated  at  the  Charter-house  School.     At 
the  age  of  17  he  entered- the  Commissariat  Department,  but    soon  after 
turned  his  thoughts  to  the  stage,  and  obtained  an  engagement  at  the  Edin- 
burgh Theatre,  where  he  performed  both  in  tragedy  and  comedy  with  ap- 
plause.    His  first  appearance,  however,  "  on  any  stage,"  was  at  Boulogne, 
where  he    played  Fustian    to  the    Sylvester  Daggerivood  of  Mathews. 
In  1818  he  made  his  debut  at  Covent  Garden  Theatre  in  the  part  of /a^o, 
but  only  received  the  applause  due  to  mediocrity.     His  representation   of 
Falstajf,  in  1819,  on  the  same  stage,  was  more  successful,  and   the  au- 
dience of  the  day  were  so  well  satisfied  with   his  performance,  that  Mr. 
Connor,  the  stage-manager,  was  obliged  to  come  forward,  after   the  fall 
of  the  curtain,  and  assure  them  that  Mr.  Yates  would  again  appear  before 
them    both  in    tragedy  and    comedy.      His  next  character  of    import- 
ance was  Berthold,  in  Maturin's  tragedy  of  Fredolpho,  but   the  imme- 
diate condemnation  of  the  piece  prevented  Mr.  Yates  from  repeating  the 
part.     In  1822,  he  was  engaged  at  Vauxhall,  to  give  an  entertainment 
after   the   manner  of  Mathews,    called  Hasty  Sketches ;  or,  Vauxhall 
Scenery,  but  on  the  very  day  of  performance  he  fell  through  a  trap,  and 
broke  his  leg.     On  recovering  from  the  accident,  Mr.  Yates  became  man- 
ager of  the  Cheltenham  Theatre,  at  which  period  he  married  Miss  Brun- 
ton,  who  has  since  obtained  so  great  a  celebrity  as  an  actress ;  and  in  the 
following  year,  in  conjunction  with  Mr.  Daniel  Terry,  entered  upon    the 
lesseeship  of  the  Adelphi  Theatre,    where  he    himself  continued  under 
various  changes,  in  the  capacity  of  actor  and  manager,   up  to  the  end    of 
last  season. 

It  may  be  truly  said  that  Yates  was  one  of  the  most  versatile  per- 
formers on  the  stage,  which  may,  perhaps,  account  for  his  having  had  no 
decided ybr/^.  In  tragedy,  comedy,  farce,  and  melodrame,  he  was  oc- 
casionally capital,  and  always  respectable.  In  burlesque  he  was  excellent, 
though,  perhaps,  a   little  too  prone  to  exaggeration.     He    was  a   better

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buck  than  fop,  and  a  better  rake  than  either  ;  indeed,  his  performances 
of  the  latter  characteronly  wanted  refinement  to  render  it  unexceptionable.

We  had  been  taught  to  expect 
something  as  extraordinary,  as  novel,  and  the  result  rather  exceeded  than 
fell  short  of  our  anticipations.  At  the  head  of  the  procession  was  a  very 
splendid  carriage,  rich  in  gilding  and  blazonry,  in  which  were  seated  his 
band  of  musicians,  upwards  of  a  dozen  in  number.  This  carriage  was 
drawn  by  a  handsome  team  of  eight  cream  coloured  horses,  and  on  the 
box  was  the  great  "  brute  tamer"  himself,  the  hero  of  the  day,  the  very 
lion  of  lions,  who  guided  and  managed  them  with  admirable  skill  and 
dexterity.  The  citizens  were  astonished,  and  the  most  expert  of  the 
"  knights  of  the  whip," — albeit,  not  a  little  vain  of  their  own  ability — 
confessed  that  they  had  for  once  seen  a  "  wonder,"  If,  indeed,  the  ex- 
pert driver  of  "four  in  hand"  is  considered  a  master  of  the  craft,  surely 
he  who  can  so  cleverly  drive  and  manage  "  eight  in  hand"  is  fairly  en- 
titled to  the  palm  of  glory.  But  it  is  impossible  for  any  one  fairly  to  ap- 
preciate Mr.  Van  Amburgh's  skill  who  is  not  acquainted  with  the  diffi- 
culty of  the  route  by  which  he  entered  the  city.  He  came  from  Exmouth 
over  Holloway-hill  into  South-street,  and  then  by  Coombe-street,  West- 
street,  and  Fore-street,  to  his  pavilion  in  St.  Sidwells.

The  late  3Ir.  Yates. — The  account  of  the  funeral  of  the  late  Mr. Yates, 
given  in  our  number  of  yesterday,  contains  some  trifling  inaccuracies. 

On  Mr.  Yates's  arrival  in  London,  on  Friday,  the  10th  instant,  he  was 
conveyed  to  the  Victoria  Hotel,  Euston  Square,  whence  he  was  removed 
on  Thursday,  the  16th,  to  lodgings  in  Mornington-crescent,  where  he 
breathed  his  last  on  Tuesday,  the  21st.  He  sunk  from  exhaustion,  never 
having  suffered  any  pain  during  his  illness.  It  is  to  be  lamented  that  he 
was  not  removed  earlier  to  London,  where  under  the  care  of  his  medical 
^attendants,  Drs.  Billing  and  Yates,  who  knew  his  constitution  and  ardent 
temperament,  he  would  not  have  been  so  reduced.  All  the  subsequent 
efforts  of  those  able  men  were  ineffectual,  and,  from  the  moment  of  his 
arrival,  no  reasonablejiope  of  his  recovery  was  entertained.  Everything 
that  the  most  devoted  attachment  could  dictate  was  done  for  him  by  his 
amiable  wife,  his  family,  and  a  few  sincere  friends,  who  never  left  him. 
He  was  perfectly  sensible  of  his  approaching  dissolution,  and  with  his  last 
breath  commended  Mrs.  Yates  to  the  care  of  those  whom  he  knew  would 
never  desert  her. 

Destruction  of  a  Circus  hy  Fire. — It  is  with  deep  regret  we  record 
that  Mr  Cooke,  the  celebrated  equestrian,  has  met  with  a  great  calamity 
since  his  recent  arrival  in  this  city,  his  splendid  Circus  on  the  green  hav- 
ing been  completely  destroyed  by  fire  yesterday  (Monday)  evening.  The 
fire  was  first  discovered  by  the  policeman  who  was  watching  the  building, 
and  he  states  that  his  attention  was  first  directed  to  the  matter  by  hearing 
something  like  an  explosion  on  the  south  side  of  the  arena,  and  by  im- 
mediately afterwards  perceiving  smoke  issuing  from  that  quarter.  When 
he  rushed  into  the  place  where  he  supposed  the  fire  to  exist,  along  with 
Mr.  Harlow,  the  manager,  whom  he  found  standing  at  the  pit  door,  they 
found  a  quantity  of  straw  on  fire,  and  the  flames  catching  hold  of  the 
woodwork  on  every  side.  A  general  alarm  was  instantly  raised,  but  the 
hay-loft  being  directly  over  the  scene  of  the  conflagration,  that  combusti- 
ble material  was  quickly  in  a  blaze,  and  in  less  than  five  minutes  afterwards 
the  whole  roof  was  in  one  sheet  of  flame.  The  City  police  and 
West  of  England  fire  engines  were  expeditiously  at  the  scene  of  action, 
with  a  strong  force  of  police  to  preserve  order,  but  as  a  matter  of  course, 
they  were  enabled  to  save  none  of  the  property,  the  whole  being  a  mass 
of  ruins  before  they  arrived.  Fortunately  all  the  horses  were  got  out  un- 
injured, and  the  sole  loss  in  the  animal  department,  is  a  donkey.  A  con- 
siderable portion  of  Mr  Cooke's  valuable  wardiobe,  however,  has  been 
destroyed,  and  will  add  very  materially  to  his  loss.  The  building  was 
erected  most  substantially,  and  at  great  expense  ;  but  w^e  are  glad  to  learn 
that  the  property  is  to  a  certain  extent  insured,  Mr.  C.  the  proprietor, 
we  have  been  informed,  having  what  is  called  a  floating  policy  of  insurance. 
Not  more  than  a  quarter  of  an  hour  elapsed    from    the   first  discovery   of 
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the  first  discovery  of  the  fire  till  it  had  completed  its  work.  The  audience 
had  begun  to  assemble  for  the  evening's  performances  when  it  broke  out — 
nearly  300  being  in  the  gallery  at  the  time,  and  a  few  in  the  pit  and 
boxes,  but  the  whole  got  out  without  the  slightest  accident.  The  circus 
was  only  opened  on  Saturday  last  for  the  first  time  since  it  re-erection. 
Mr.  Cooke's  circus  has  several  times  before  been  destroyed  by  fire  ;  once 
in  America,  when  his  whole  stud,  as  well  as  other  property  was  con- 
sumed.—  Glasgow  Courier,

ENGLISH    OPERA    HOUSE. 

The  performances  at  this  Theatre  yesterday  evening  attracted  the  most 
crowded  house  of  the  season  ;  they  consisted  of  the  Drama  of  The  Wit- 
ness, The  Illustrious  Stranger,  The  Water  Witches,  and  Uncle  Rip. 
There  was  very  considerable  applause  throughout  the  evening,  and  the 
same  pieces  will  be  repeated  to-night  and  to-morrow. 

Rossini  s  Stahet  Mater. — It  would  seem  that  this  extraordinary  work 
of  the  greatest  living  composer  of  Italian  music,  is  destined,  through  all 
the  stages  of  its  performance,  to  create  a  greater  amount  of  *  sensation' 
than  any  other  production  within  the  range  of  his  genius.  Begun  in  the 
first  instance  under  peculiar  auspices,  imagined  for  a  sacred  purpose,  and 
conceived  in  the  fervent  spirit  of  religious  inspiration — composed  to  appeal 
to  the  pride  and  pomp,  and  glory  of  ancient  Spain,  through  the  influence 
of  one  of  her  grandees,  who  was  supposed  to  combine  piety  with  power, 
and  virtue  with  political  and  religious  strength — this  glorious  effort  of 
Rossini's  muse  seems  to  have  awakened  more  jealousy,  curiosity,  and  liti- 
gation, than  is  compatible  either  with  the  grandeur  of  its  subject,  or  the 
sacred  spirit  of  its  design.  After  being  the  rage  in  Paris,  not  only  in  the 
*  sphere  musical,'  but  in  the  courts  of  law  and  appeal — after  waking  the 
energies  of  French  eloquence,  &c.  we  find  it  at  last  on  the  eve  of  com- 
pleting its  renown  in  England,  under  the  roof  of  her  Majesty's  Theatre, 
where  it  is  likely  to  achieve  more  triumph,  and  be  illustrated  with  greater 
effect,  than  in  any  of  the  capitals  of  Europe,  wherein  it  has  hitherto'  been 
produced. 

AU  the  vocal  eloquence  which  Lablache,  Rubini,  Ronconi,  Persiani, 
Frezzolini,  and  the  direction  of  Costa  can  evoke  will  be  concentrated  for 
eliciting  the  full  greatness  of  the  work.  Many  of  its  best  critics  of  the 
Continent  have  compared  the  fine  odes,  madrigals,  and  concerted  pieces 
of  the  Stahat  Mater  to  the  magnificent  choral  glories  of  Handel's  music ; 
hut  whether  such  comparisons  are  strictly  admissible  or  not,  it  is  clear 
that  only  within  a  large  arena,  and  under  the  support  of  a  splendid  body 
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of  voices,  can  the  Stahat  Mater  hope  in  performance  to  achieve  anything 
hke  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  designed.  Lablache,  who  is  marvellous 
in  sacred  music,  and  who  refused  the  part  allotted  to  him  in  Paris,  has 
consented  to  accept  it  here,  and  Rubini  is  the  other  great  acquisition  to 
the  work.  All  the  musical  arrangements  are  upon  a  scale  of  great  com- 
pleteness, and  the  authenticity  of  the  score  is,  we  hear,  beyond  dispute.

ENGLISH    OPERA    HOUSE. 

The  performances  at  this  Theatre  have  proved  so  attractive  they  will 
be  repeated  the  remainder  of  the  week.  The  new  Drama  of  The  Lone 
Hut  is  greatly  applauded. 

Vaua'hall  Gar  dens. — We  suppose  that  the  proprietors  of  this  place  have 
been  making  hay  while  the  sun  shone,  or  have  been  otherwise  profitably 
employed  during  the  fine  weather,  and  now  that  les  beaux  Jours  sont 
passes,  they  throw  open  their  gardens  to  a  shivering  assemblage,  the 
greater  portion  of  whom  looked  as  if  they  wondered  how  they  could  pos- 
"sibly  have  been  induced  to  leave  their  comfortable  homes  in  search  of  al 
fresco  pleasures  undei;  the  tender  mercies  of  such  a  climate  as  that  of 
England.  However  this  once  agreeable  promenade  was  opened  last  night 
for  the  first  time  this  season,  with  the  usual  programme  of  entertainments, 
Ducrow's  horses,  a  concert  both  vocal  and  instrumental,  the  burning  of 
the  city  of  Hamburgh,  the  whistling  Joel,  fireworks,  cold  fowls,  warm 
champagne,  &c.  The  city  of  Hamburgh  will  be  subjected  to  a  nightly 
conflagration  as  long  as  the  season  lasts.  The  delusion  is  well  managed ; 
the  scene  gives  an  exact  representation  of  some  of  the  many  strasses  in 
Hamburgh  which  fell  before  the  flames — the  houses  suddenly  become  il- 
lumined by  the  red  glare  which  generally  excites  such  enthusiastic  admira- 
tion at  our  minor  theatres — a  number  of  men  and  women  are  seen  rushing 
about  in  all  directions — the  houses  gracefully  bow  to  the  spectators,  and 
then  the  baseless  fabrics  fall  about  in  the  midst  of  much  squirting  and 
squibbing,  and  then  we  were  given  to  understand  that  Hamburgh  was 
destroyed.  The  usual  quantum  of  fireworks  phizzed  about  after  the  con- 
flagration, and  Catherine-wheels  and  rockets  were  let  off  in  great  profu- 
sion, after  which  the  fire- worshippers  adjourned  to  the  supper-room,  when 
the  hams  and  fowls  were  consumed  even  faster  than  the  canvass  city  of 
Hamburgh.  The  gardens  were  but  thinly  attended,  and  there  were 
scarcely  any  persons  of  rank  present.  The  only  well-known  faces  that  we 
observed  were — Lord  William  Beresford,  the  Hon.  James  Macdonold, 
Mr.  F.  Stanhope,  and  some  few  others.  The  evening  was  too  cold,  and 
the  parties  in  town  too  numerous,  last  evening,  to  allow  of  a  full  attend- 
ance.

To-night  is  the  last  but  four  this  season  of  Sheridan  Knowles's  beauti- 
ful Play  oi  The  Rose  of  Arragon,  in  consequence  of  the  unavoidable 
termination  of  the  engagement  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charles  Kean.  After 
this  evening,  Mademoiselle  Celeste  is  compelled  to  fulfil  her  provincial 
arrangements,  and  makes  her  curtesy  bow  in  The  Pretty  Girls  of  Stil^ 
herg.  The  new  piece  to  be  produced  at  this  Theatre  on  Monday,  en- 
titled Peter  and  Paul,  is  adapted  from  one  of  the  comedies  lately  ren- 
dered popular  by  the  acting  of  BoufFe. 

Surrey  Theatre. — The  Opera  of  Fra  Diavolo  was  produced  at 
this  Theatre  on  Thursday  night,  with  the  most  triumphant  success  ;  in- 
deed it  could  not  be  otherwise  from  the  cast  of  the  different  characters, 
great  care  having  been  taken  by  the  management  that  every  character 
should  be  sustained  in  the  most  perfect  manner.  The  reception  which 
the  Opera  received  from  a  crowded  house  fully  proves,  that  the  public  are 
alive  to,  and  capable  of  appreciating  worth,  both  as  regards  actors  and 
management.  The  Opera  was  in  every  respect  well  got  up  ;  the  scenery 
was  perfect  ;  and  w^hen  we  say  that  the  principal  parts  were  sustained  by 
Miss  Romer,  Mrs.  Searle,  the  Messrs.  Harrison,  Stansbury,  and  Leffler, 
of  whose  excellence  the  public  are  perfectly  aware,  we  need  scarcely  say 
that  the  Opera  was  everything  that  could  be  wished  for.  The  parts  of 
Lord  Allcash,  and  Lorenzo  were  played  by  the  Messrs.  John  Webster 
and  Walton  very  respectably. 

Sacredj  Harmonic  Society^  Exeter  Hall. — The  performance  of 
Handel's  magnificent  Oratoria,  The  Messiah,  which  was  given  for  the 
relief  of  the  distressed  manufacturers,  was  attended  with  most  complete 
success.  A  report  that  the  Queen  intended  to  attend  it  had  somehow  got 
abroad,  and  it  is  more  than  probable  that  this  had  some  effect  in  crowding 
the  room,  as  it  was  crowded  last  night,  in  conjunction,  of  course,  with 
the  ever-fresh  attraction  of  Handel's  great  legacy  to  the  musical  world. 

Madame  Garcia  Viardot, — This  accomplished  vocalist  is  understood 
to  have  been  offered  an  engagement  for  the  ensuing  season  at  the  Italian 
Opera  in  Paris,  and  is  shortly  expected  in  town  from  Madrid.  According 
to  a  private  letter  from  the  latter  city,  the  Queen,  who  was  present  at 
one  of  her  performances  of  Desdemona,  sent  for  Madame  Garcia  between, 
the  acts  of  the  Opera,  and  after  several  compliments,  graciously  expressed, 
presented  her  with  a  magnificent  diamond  pin.  The  Regent  had,  on  a 
previous  occasion,  sent  her  a  splendid  watch  and  chain.  The  journals  are 
enthusiastic  in  their  accounts  of  her  success. 

The  Athenian  Tribunal  for  Dramatic  Compositions. — The  Athe- 
nians established  a  tribunal,  composed  of  five  judges,  to  give  their  verdict 
on  the  merits  of  compositions  destined  for  the  Theatre,  and  to  decide  if 
they  deserved  a  public  representation.  TheRomans  had  a  similar  tribunal. 
To  give  an  instance  of  the  critical  severity  of  these  judges,  they  even 
arraigned  at  their  bar  Euripides,  to  make  his  defence  for  having  permitted 
one  of  his  dramatic  characters  impiously  to  say  "  that  he  had  made  a  vow 
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with  his  tongue  to  the  gods,  but  not  with  the  intention  of  respecting  it." 
Euripides  defended  himself,  by  supplicating  the  critics  patiently  to  wait 
till  the  conclusion  of  the  piece,  when  they  would  see  that  character 
broken  on  the  wheel. 

If  such  a  tribunal  of  criticisms  was  established  inLondon,  it  would  render 
the  stage  more  instructive  than  it  is  at  present  ;  we  might  probably  have 
fewer  wretched  pieces  ;  such  vapours  of  wit,  and  dregs  of  the  imagination, 
would  be  cleared  away  from  th^  purity  of  dramatic  composition.

ENGLISH  OPERA  HOUSE. 
The  new  Farce  of  Cousin  Lambkin,  which  was  to  have  been  pro- 
duced at  this  Theatre,  last  night,  was  unavoidably  postponed  through  the 
indisposition  of  Mrs.  Humby.  A  Day  Well  Spent  was  its  substitute. 
The  new  Farce  will  be  produced  this  evening  provided  Mrs.  Humby  has 
sufficiently  recovered  from  her  illness. 

Sheridan  Knowless  Lecture  on  Macbeth. — Mr.  Knowles,  who  may 
be  considered  to  be  better  read  in  Shakspere  than  any  rhetorical  con- 
temporary of  the  day,  and  whose  style  is  so  greatly  impressed  with  the 
mark  and  sigcnature  of  the  master  whom  he  follows,  delivered  himself  on 
Tuesday  evening,  in  some  eloquent  strictures  upon  the  Drama  of  ilt/ac&e/^. 
He  considered  it  unequalled  for  its  bold  opening.  Other  Dramas  often 
shut  up  four  acts,  before  plot  or  construction  was  developed.  Macbeth 
displayed  it  at  once.  The  wierd  and  invisible  witches  hold  high  converse 
in  the  very  first  scene  of  him  who  regarded  by  them,  could  be  object  of 
no  slight  solicitude.  Unearthly  spirits  were  those  three — Furies  of  iEs- 
chylus — who,  as  Fuseli  had  pictured  them — were  "things  to  feel  troubled 
at," — traffickers  in  things  forbid — abominations  who  have  been  "  killing 
swine,"  and  gathering  from  graves  and  human  horrors.  Mr.  Knowles's 
sketch  ol  Lady  Macbeth  was  essentially  true.  Shakspere  had  here  grandly 
thought  for  himself,  and  struck  out  his  own  mighty  and  original  character. 
Lady  Macbeth,  though  a  being  of  human  flesh  and  blood,  was  incarnated 
by  an  appalling  fiend  to  whom  those  adjuncts  of  humanity  were  subject. 
Elvira,  Volumnia,  Queen  Catherine — in  each  Mrs.  Siddons  was  great — 
but  greatest  she  shone  forth  in  this  impersonation.  With  fifty  times  less 
mannerism  than  her  brother  John,  she  had  passion  and  talent  insuperably 
above  him.  Imagine  a  body  of  3,000  spectators  listening  with  the  still- 
ness of  the  tomb  to  her  utterances  in  the  sleep-walk.  Dreadful  was  that 
scene.  You  felt  the  tenaciousness  of  the  spot  which  she  endeavoured  to 
rub  out — the  scent  of  the  blood  was  perceptible — while  the  sigh  issued 
from  her  bosom  as  from  an  unfathomable  depth  of  despair. 

One  of  Mr.Knowles's  shrewder  criticisms  appeared  in  the  following  : — 
"  It  is  in  the  scene  of  the  last  act  that  Macduff  enters  before  Macbeth's 
castle,  remarking  on  the  build  of  the  swallow,  and  the  usual  sweetness 
of  air  ordinarily  found  in  spots  marked  by  this  circumstance.  The  inser- 
tion of  this  peaceful  scene,  Sir  Joshua  Reynolds  had  observed,  created 
what  by  artist  was  called  "  repose,"  and  was  intended  by  its  great  author 
to  have  that  effect.  Mr.  Knowles  combated  this  idea.  He  showed,  on 
the  other  hand,  that  he  was,  with  his  colleague  in  arms,  arrived  before 
the  castle  that  kennelled  the  very  monster  of  their  hate,  they  came  them- 
selves active  for  vengeance,  and,  therefore,  on  the  contrary,  their  feelings 
in  a  state  of  excessive  tension,  were  wrought  up  to  that  fine  and  acute 
species  of  sensitiveness  which  ma<k  them   more   keenly  than  otherwise 
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perceive  the  most  indistinct  peculiarities  of  the  place.  A  number  of  ex- 
cellencies with  which  Mr.  Knowles's  lecture  was  clustered,  and  which 
chiefly  depended  upon  readings  of  passages,  conveying  nice  notations  and 
subtle  perceptions  of  character,  would  fain  lead  us  to  dwell  upon  them 
more  at  length  but  for  the  restrictions  of  our  present  space.  There  is 
likelihood,  we  are  happy  to  hear,  of  these  lectures  being  repeated  in  Ken- 
nington,  when,  no  doubt,  on  second  delivery,  they  will  received  that 
honour  which  is  compatible  with  their  worth.

His  last  production,  then  playing  at  the  Haymarket, 
and  which  had  been  lauded  by  every  newspaper  in  the  metropolis,  was 
languishing,  and  was  about  to  be  withdrawn  from  want  of  support :  whereas 
any  one  of  those  productions,  if  brought  out  in  the  times  of  the  Kem- 
bles,  would  have  alone  supported  him.  One  fact,  which  recently  occurred 
he  would  wish  to  name.  An  old  friend  met  him  at  the  Haymarket,  who 
had  come  to  take  a  box  for  the  night,  he  told  his  friend  that  the  house 
was  not  doing  well.  "  How  can  you  expect  it?"  said  the  friend,  "  none 
of  the  Theatres  are  doing  well."  "Yes,"  replied  he  (Mr.  Sheridan 
Knowles,)  "the  French  Theatre  is  flourishing."  "Yes,"  replied  the 
friend,  "  but  that  is  the  fashion.     I  myself  have  taken  a  box  there  for  the 


season." 


The  New  Management  at  Covent  Garden. — Mr.  C.  Kemble  goes  on 
completing  his  arrangements  for  the  opening  of  Covent  Garden  Theatre 
with  considerable  rapidity,  but  we  hear  of  no  new  engagements  of 
much  importance.

Sheridan  Knowles,  to  whom  of  course  he  would  in  the  first  in- 
stance direct  his  application,  has  promised  to  be  ready  with  a  new  Play 
after  Christmas,  when  Miss  A.  Kemble  will  quit  the  stage.  We  are  almost 
tired  of  the  question,    constantly  repeated,  whether  Mrs.  Butler  will  again 
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perform  ?  Our  strong  opinion  is  that  she  will  re-appear,  and  that  unless 
she  do  re-appear,  the  result  of  the  speculation  of  the  proprietors  of  Covent 
Garden  will  be  very  problematical.  The  case  might  be  different  if  we 
were  not  likely  to  lose  Miss  A.  Kemble,  but  even  she  was  not  able  to  save 
Madame  Vestris  and  C.  Mathews  from  ruin  ;  for  taking  into  account  all 
her  hundred  and  odd  performances,  the  average  loss  each  night  was 
something  above  £40.

In  few  operatic  seasons  has  hoarseness — that  tormentor  of  all  managers, 
been  more  actively  mischievous  than  in  the  one  which  is  about  to  close. 
It  had  indeed  assailed  enough  throats  to  respect  the  Benefit  of  Cerito, 
whose  light  career  not  a  strain,  real  or  fictitious,  has  interrupted.  Last 
night,  however,  this  scourge  of  the  lyric  drama  would  appear  to  have 
made  a  sudden  attack  on  Lord  Henry  Ashton,  the  consequence  of  which 
was  that  Lucia  of'  Lammermoor  went  mad,  and  Sir  Edgar  Ravens- 
wood  despaired  almost  without  seeing  or  hearing  anything  of  the  destroyer 
of  their  happiness.  As  there  was  a  rather  long  pause  between  the  ascen- 
sion of  the  curtain  and  the  commencement  of  the  performance,  some  sur- 
prise was  expressed,  and  some  displeasure  followed  on  the  omission  of  the 
three  first  scenes,  together  with  the  air  "Cruda  funesta  smania."  The 
second  act  was  doomed  to  a  similar  mutilation  ;  three  scenes  were  left  out, 
and  Ronconi  was  threatened  with  fresh  demonstrations  of  displeasure,  when 
Rubini  uttered  his  malediction  in  the  fine  finale  so  splendidly  that  ill-hu- 
raour  made  room  for  admiration. 

The  third  act  suffered,  likewise,  from  the  omission  of  its  two  first 
scenes,  including  the  duet  between  Elgardo  and  Eurico,  and  some  angry 
notice  of  it  again  threatened,  when  Persiani  silenced  the  reviving  hisses 
by  her  charming  "  Presso  alia  tomba,"  and  Rubini  brought  the  Opera  to 
a  pacific  termination  by  executing  his  "  Fra  Poco,"  and  the  subsequent 
pathetic  melody,  in  such  way  as  to  enrapture  all  who  heard  him.  He 
and  Persiani  were  successively  recalled.  Ronconi,  it  was  aftirmed,  was 
actually  taken  with  a  sudden  hoarseness  ;  but  for  the  omission  of  so  many 
scenes  in  which  he  shines  so  conspicuously  some  verbal  apology  had  better 
have  been  made  to  the  audience.  Of  the  fair  henejiciare's  feats  all  that 
need  be  said  is,  that  they  kindled  reiterated  plaudits.

— Our  friend  Fanny  Elssler  has  not  only 
earned  great  wealth,  but  also  much  honour   and   renown,  by  her   trip  to 
America.     She  had  just  finished  a  career  unexampled  for  success  in  the 
United  States,  by  an  act  which  will  cause  her  memory  to  be  respected  for 
ages  to  come.     She  addressed  a  letter  to  the  influential  citizens    of  New 
York  with  a  view  to  the  institution  of  some'society  for  the  relief  of  those 
of  her  profession  who  have  not  been  so  fortunate   as  herself.     The  letter 
displays  a  noble,  and  even  masculine  mind,  and  has   been  responded  to 
with  that  warmth   which   is   the   characteristic   of   all  true  Americans. 
A    public   meeting   was   immediately  called,  at   which    a  committee   of 
merchants  and  professionals  was  appointed   to  draw  up  a  constitution  and 
regulations  for  the  collection  and  management  of  a  fund  for  the  relief  of 
aged  and  decayed  performers  generally,  and  several  thousand  dollars  were 
speedily  subscribed,  the  "  divine  Fanny"  herself  being  a  donor  to  a  very 
considerable  amount.     On  the  1st  of  July,  a  benefit,  in  aid  of  the  fund, 
took  place  at  the  Park  Theatre,  which  was   filled  almost   to  sufi^ocation. 
The  receipts  amounted  to  2,326  dollars,  and  the  plaudits   and  bouquets 
showered  upon  their  favourite  Fanny,  who  performed  before  them  for  the 
last  times,  defies  all  description.

The  Characters  of  Shakspere. — Shakspere's  worst  characters  have 
some  claim  upon  our  kindly  feelings.  Genius  is  the  power  of  reflecting 
nature  ;  for  genius,  as  the  word  imports,  is  nature.  The  mind  of  Shaks- 
pere was  as  a  magic  mirror,  in  which  all  human  nature's  possible  forms 
and  combinations  were  present,  intuitively  and  inherently — not  conceived, 
but  as  connatural  portions  of  his  own  humanity.  Whatever  his  characters 
were  besides,  they  were  always  men.  Such  they  were  in  the  world  of  his 
imagination — such  they  are  also  in  the  world  of  reality.  It  is  this  harmony 
and  correspondence  between  the  world  without  and  the  world  within,  that 
gives  the  charm  to  his  productions.  His  characters  are  not  the  mere 
abstractions  of  intellect  from  an  understood  class  or  species,  but  are  gen- 
erated in  ^is  own  mind,as  individuals  having  personal  being  there,  and  are 
distinctly  brought  out,  not  so  much  as  representatives  of  character  in 
actual  nature,  as  the  original  productions  of  a  plastic  genius,  which  is 
also  nature,  and  works  like  her.  This  is  to  be  a  poet — this  is  what  is 
meant  by  a  creative  imagination. 

Music. — Dr.  Burney  informs  us,  in  his  "  History  of  Music,"  that 
Queen  Ehzabeth  used  to  be  regaled  at  dinner  with  twelve  trumpets  and 
two  kettle  drums  ;  which,  together  with  fifes,  cornets,  and  side  drums, 
made  the  hall  ring  for  half-an-hour  together.  The  drums  of  the  Royal 
ears  must,  surely,  have  been  made  of  better  leather  than  is  sold  in  Leaden- 
hall  market.  And  this  reminds  us  of  an  incident,  mentioned  in  the  ac- 
counts of  the  Olympic  games  which  may  serve  to  mark  the  character  of 
music  at  the  time  it  happened.  Lucian  relates,  that  a  young  flute-player, 
named  Harmonides,  at  his  first  public  appearance  in  these  games,  began 
a  solo  with  so  violent  a  blast,  on  purpose  to  surprise  and  elevate  the  au- 
dience, that  he  breathed  his  last  breath  into  his  flute,  and  died  on  the 
spot.  When  to  this  anecdote  is  added,  that  the  trumpet  players  at  these 
exhibitions  expressed  an  excess  of  joy,  when  they  found  their  exertions 
had  neither  rent  their  cheeks  nor  burst  their  blood-vessels,  some  idea  may 
be  formed  of  the  noisy  and  vociferous  style  of  music  which  then 
pleased. 

It  is  a  fact  not  generally  known,  that  JoeMiller,who  has  fathered  all  our 
jests  for  the  last  half  century,  never  uttered  a  jest  in  his  life.  Though 
an  excellent  comic  actor,  he  was  the  most  taciturn  and  saturnine  man 
breathing.  He  was  in  the  daily  habit  of  spending  his  afternoons  at  the 
Black  Jack,  a  well-known  public  house  in  Portugal-street,  Clare-market, 
which  was  at  that  time  frequented  by  most  of  the  respectable  tradesmen 
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m  the  neighbourhood,  who,  from  Joe's  imperturbable  gravity,  whenever 
any  risible  saying  was  recounted,  derisively  ascribed  it  to  him.  After  his 
death,  having  left  his  family  unprovided  for,  advantage  was  taken  of  this 
badinage.  A  Mr.  Motley,  a  well-known  dramatist  of  that  day,  was  era- 
ployed  to  collect  all  the  stray  jests  then  current  on  town.  Joe  Miller's 
name  was  prefixed  to  them,  and  from  that  day  to  this,  the  man  who  never 
uttered  a  jest  has  been  the  reputed  author  of  every  jest,  past,  present,  and 
to  come.

He  was  an  ex-whale-fisher, 
who  had  grown  th*ed  of  storms,  ice,  and  oil.  This  honest  fellow  having 
invited  us  to  the  first  performance  of  Meyerbeer's  Robert  le  Diable,  we 
gladly  went. 

At  the  appointed  hour  he  of  the  harpoon  awaited  our  arrival  at  the 
stage-door.  After  making  us  grope  through  two  ill-lighted  rooms, 
crammed  with  scenery,  in  which  we  stumbled  at  one  time  against  a  ca- 
thedral or  a  banner,  at  another  against  a  statue  or  a  cloud,  he  at  length 
led  us  to  the  stage  by  a  long  narrow  passage.  The  curtain  was  still  down, 
and  the  machinists  were  endeavouring  to  establish  the  camp  in  the  first 
act,  being  not  a  little  perplexed  by  a  blunder  of  the  decorator,  who  had 
introduced  crescents  into  the  arms  of  the  Norman  Knights. 

When  the  curtain  rose  the  house  was  thronged.  The  orchestra  played 
away  with  such  frenzy  that  their  strings  were  continually  snapping,  and 
the  kettle-drums  threatened  to  burst.  Had  not  the  musicians'  impetuosity 
been  restrained,  we  doubt  that  a  single  treble  string  could  have  survived 
the  middle  of  the  opera.  As  for  the  actors,  they  lacked  the  aplomb 
which  the  habit  of  treading  the  boards  gives,  and  their  voices,  occasionally 
true  and  agreeable,  had  not  all  the  requisite  breadth — they  seemed  at 
every  moment  about  to  forget  their  parts  ;  but  the  pit  applauded  with 
so  much  enthusiasm,  and  so  frequently,  that  they  almost  always  had 
leisure  to  recover  their  memory.  In  justice  we  mu^t  say  that  our  friend 
the  whale-fisher  looked  very  well  in  his  knight's  costume,  and  acquitted 
himself  of  the  part  better  than  we  had  expected. 

With  these  exceptions  the  Opera  was  executed  well  enough,  though  we 
must  add  that  the  celebrated  moonlight  wofully  resembled  an  efi'ect  of  the 
sun,  and  that  several  important  morceaux  were  unscrupulously  left  out, 
alone  with  the  whole  ballet  of  the  third  act,  the  latter  omission  being  im- 
puted to  the  impropriety  of  the  dances.  The  beginning  of  the  fifth  act 
was  marked  by  a  very  ludicrous  incident,  which,  however,  did  not  inter- 
rupt it,  the  audience  fortunately  taking  it  for  a  scene  of  the  original 
piece.  At  the  moment  when  Robert  hesitates  between  Alice  and  his 
father,  and  knows  not  which  of  the  two  he  had  better  follow,  a  negro, 
recently  admitted  into  the  side  scenery  as  a  workman,  was  suddenly  taken 
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with  so  much  compassion  for  the  Norman  Prince,  that  he  rushed  in  furi- 
ously, and  seized  upon  infernal  Bertram,  to  prevent  his  dragging  along 
him  in  behalf  of  whom  he  thought  himself  bound  to  interfere.  This  piece 
of  generosity  would  have  marred  the  sublime  denoitemeoit  if  Robert  had 
not  fortunately  had  presence  of  mind  enough  to  administer  his  sable  friend 
a  kick  that  restored  him  to  the  station  which  he  had  no  business  to  leave. —

Death  of  Mr.  Williams,  the  Comedian. — Mr.  W.  S.  Williams,  who, 
on  account  of  the  number  of  performers  on  the  London  stage  of  the  same 
name,  was,  in  the  profession,  distinguished  as  "  Scotch  Williams,"  died 
on  Monday  last,  at  his  cottage,  on  the  Kilmarnock  road,  near  his  native 
city,  Glasgow.  In  his  earlier  years  on  the  stage,  he  was  a  favourite  actor 
at  the  Theatre  Royal,  Dublin,  Bath,  Bristol,  Liverpool,  and  Birmingham, 
and  other  cities  and  large  towns  throughout  the  kingdom  ;  and  he  was 
also  widely  known  and  much  respected  in  the  provinces.  He  was  a  num- 
ber of  years  engaged  at  the  Haymarket,  since  which  time  he  has  been 
chiefly  engaged  at  minor  theatres,  in  town,  as  his  health,  which  had  long 
been  precarious,  rendered  it  inconvenient  for  him  to  travel  for  country 
engagements.  He  made  his  last  professional  bow  at  Sadler's  Wells, 
under  the  management  of  Mr.  R.  Honner,  at  the  close  of  last  season. 
He  had  by  the  advice  of  his  medical  attendants,  retired  for  a  time  to 
recruit  his  constitution  in  his  native  air,  but  he  gradually  sunk,  and  with 
all  the  indications  of  premature  old  age,  he  died  in  his  52nd  year.  He 
has  left  a  widow,  but  no  children.

To  Mr.  Beale,  of  the  firm  of  Cramer,  Addison,  and  Beale,  of  Regent- 
street,  we  are  indebted  for  the  introduction  of  this  really  splendid  and 
curious  instrument,  which  must  have  cost  years  of  well  directed  skill  and 
judgment  to  bring  it  to  the  high  perfection  in  which  it  is  now  found.  It 
would  take  up  more  space  than  we  can  well  spare  to  give  any  thing  like 
a  correct  notion  of  its  elaborate,  yet  simple  excellencies  ;   but  the  absence 
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of  such  detail  will  be  the  more  patiently  borne,  by  reason  that  the  instru- 
ment itself  may  now  be  viewed  by  our  readers,  and  each  for  himself  may 
test  its  merits.  The  inventor  assures  us,  and  we  do  not  see  any  reason  to 
doubt  the  assertion,  when  we  bear  in  view  that  the  principal  of  the  sound- 
ing-boards— for  there  are  three — are  in  accordance  with  that  of  the  cre- 
mona,  that  this  pianoforte  will  not,  like  many  lose  its  tone  after  being 
used  for  a  few  years,  but  that  it  will  go  on  improving  in  quality  with  age, 
like  the  violin  alluded  to.  It  occupies  a  surprisingly  small  space,  although 
the  scale  is  seven  octaves,  and  its  elegance  as  a  piece  of  decorative  furni- 
ture is  among  other  recommendations  it  possesses.

To   this 
rope  was  attached  three  broad  ribbands  or  girths,  one  of  which  was  tightly 
drawn  over  his  loins,  and    the  others    over    each    shoulder.     The    brace 
afforded  by  his  feet  against  the  step  of  the  ladder,  the  divided    power  of 
the  girths,  and  his  hold  with  both  hands  upon  the  upper  part  of  the  ladder, 
constituted  the  only  resistance  to  the  immense  power    he  had  to  contend 
against.     Paul's  body,  when  thus  disposed,  resembled  that  of  a  malefactor 
upon  the  inquisitorial  rack,    preparatory  to  being  torn  to    pieces.     When 
the  colossal  horses  were  brought  on  the    stage  and    attached    to  the  feet 
of  the    intrepid    performer,   a    sensation  of    horror    seemed    to  pervade 
every  part  of  the  house.     It  was  deemed  certain  by  those  having  charge 
of  the  horses  that  he  would   be  drawn  off  the   ladder.     The   word    was 
given — the    harness    straitened — the  ladder   creaked   and  strained — the 
two  ropes  by  which  one  end  of  it  was  secured  to  the  stage    stretched  and 
threatened  to  break ;  the  horses  aided  by  a  platform  upon  the  stage  with 
clouts  to  brace  their  feet,  strained  every  muscle  and  vein — the  well-known 
voice  of  the  driver — the  lash  repeated  again  and  again — all  failed  to  force 
the  enduiing  champion  from  his  hold'.     The  shouts  of  the  audience — the 
waving  of  handkerchiefs,  and  the  withdrawal    of  the  horses,    proclaimed 
his  triumph.     Paul  offered  to  repeat  his  performance,  and  to   resist  with 
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one  hand  and  one  foot,  but  the  manager  very  properly  would  not 
permit  The  audience  were  satisfied  with  what  they  had  seen — that  Paul 
is  beyond  all  question  the  most  powerful  man  in  existence.

Sudden  Death  of  an  Actor  in  Mr.  Collins  s  Theatre  Tralee. — At  the 
close  of  the  performance  last  evening  at  this  Theatre  (the  Farce  being 
The  Rendezvous),  we  observed  Mr.  Blacker  suddenly  quit  the  stage, 
and,  though  more  than  two  minutes  did  not  elapse  from  that  time  to  the 
fall  of  the  curtain,  life  was  extinct.  Mr.  Collins,  the  manager,  was  be- 
hind the  scenes  at  the  time,  and  seeing  Mr.  Blacker  come  off  the  stage 
at  a  time  when  he  should  have  been  on,  and  observing  that  there  was 
something  serious  the  matter  with  Mr.  Blacker,  inquired  what  it  was,  to 
which  he  could  only  reply,  taking  Mr.  Collins  by  the  hand,  "  Oh,  Mr. 
Collins  !  I  am  choking — 1  am  dying  !"  Mr.  Collins  immediately  ran  and 
sent  in  all  directions  for  medical  aid.  Several  of  the  faculty  were  directly 
in  attendance,  but  all  to  no  purpose— Mr.  Blacker  had  suddenly  expired. 
The  cause  of  death  was  the  rupture  of  a  blood-vessel  on  that  morning 
by  violent  coughing,  proceeding  from  an  asthmatic  affection  by  which  he 
was  afflicted  for  many  years.  In  his  part  in  the  Farce  of  the  Rendez- 
vous (Mr.  Quake),  he  had  occasion  to  fall  down  on  the  stage,  and  lie  in 
a  frightened  posture  with  his  head  downwards.  This  caused  a  rush  of 
blood  from  the  rupture,  and  he,  through  delicacy,  endeavoured  to  keiep  it 
back  till  he  got  off  the  stage,  caused  instant  suffocation.  Mr.  Blacker 
had  been  in  Mr.  Collins's  Theatre  five  years.  He  was  the  son  of  Mr. 
Blacker,  a  respectable  flour-merchant.  Well  Street,  Westminster,  and 
made  his  first  appearance  at  the  Royal  Olympic  Theatre,  London,  in  the 
year  1821. — Kerry  Post.

He  has  a  place  in  France  to  sell.  In  describing  that,  Louis  Quatorze, 
and  the  ancient  regime,  and  Heavens  knows  what,  are  introduced.  He 
has  also  an  English  residence  to  sell,  that  becomes  "  an  earthly  paradise." 
Then  he  has  a  sale  of  a  Mr.  Leicester's  (Vining,)  goods,  there  being  a 
selling  off  in  consequence  of  Leicester's  suspicions  of  Mrs.  Leicester,  (Miss 
Charles,)  and  there  was  introduced  a  good  deal  of  farcical  play  of  duel  or 
no  duel,  with  the  alleged  author  of  rumours  regarding  Mrs.  Leicester — 
apologies  and  no  apologies — explanations  that  were  not  understood,  &c. 
The  sale  proceeds,  and  Mrs.  Leicester  goes  behind  a  screen  to  buy  certain 
lots.  Then  comes  Floss's  further  display,  he  selling  tweezers  belonging 
to  a  foreign  Queen,  and  a  saucepan  top  for  a  shield,  and  divers  rarities  of 
immense  antiquity  and  worth  that  the  owners  never  knew  they  had  owned. 
The  lady 'a  impetuosity,  though  screened,  discovers  her  to  her  husband  ; 
he  acts  on  impulse  ;  explanation,  most  satisfactory,  ensues,  and  the  sale  is 
stopped,  the  valuable  auctioneer  undertaking  to  indemnify  all  against  any 
loss  for  the  non-progress  of  the  sale.  The  acting  was  excllent,  and 
the  Farce  concluded  amidst  roars  of  laughter.  Peter  and  Paul,  and 
Honest  Thieves,  were  the  other  entertainments.

Sheridan  Knowles's  popular  Comedy  of  The  Love  Chase  will  be 
performed  here  to-morrow  evening. 

Incledon. — Incledon  was  the  melodist  of  nature  not  of  art.     He   had 
the  most  powerful  as  well    as  the  sweetest  voice    of  his    time.     Incledon 
was  a  coarse  man,  never  having  shaken  off  the  vulgarism  of  his  early  life 
and  habits.     There  is  too  often  a  tendency,  arising  from  obliquity  of  mind 
in  those  who  put  together  the  biography  of  remarkable    men,  to   conceal 
humbleness  of  birth,  and  to  disguise  the   truth    respecting  them   if  they 
have  sprung  from  low  parentage,  or  were  born  in  humble  circumstances  ; 
as  if  being  come  of  wealthy  or  high-born  parents  contributed    to  genius, 
or  that  genius  gained  a  ray  of  lustre  from  their  advantages.     This  feeling 
prevails  in  England  more  than  in  any  other  country.     We   should  indeed 
diminish  the  roll  of  immortal  names,  to  which  England  owes  so  much,  if 
we  deprived  it  of  those  who  were  neither  wealthily  born,  nor  ranked  in 
the  circumstance  of  birth  beyond  the  middling  class.     Away  then,    with 
such   pitiful    concealings    of  the  truth.     Incledon    is    in    some   accounts 
stated  to  have  been  the  son  of  a  respectable  medical  man  in  Cornwall ;  the 
truth  is,   his  father  was  a  poor  village  apothecary,  who  literally  wandered 
through  the  country,  almost  a  beggar.     I    knew    those    who   had  known 
him  well  ;  his  widow  he  left  in  great  poverty.     She  was  rather  a  superior 
woman  in  appearance,  but  addicted  in  her  latter  years  to  drinking.     She 
died  some  where  about  the  year  1808  ;  and  her  son,  to  his  honour,  always 
allowed  her  a  sum  of  money  annually  for   her   maintenance,  which    was 
paid  her  by  little  and  little  at  a  time,   to  prevent  her  from  squandering  it. 
She  was  buried  at  Kenwyn  by  Chasewater ;  in  which  parish  she  had  lived 
many  years.     I  think,  but  am  not  certain,  that  Incledon  was  born  at  Hel- 
ston.     He  went   into  the  west,  soon   after   his    mother's   decease,    on  a 
professional  tour,  and,  journeying  into  Cornwall,  visited    with    a  feeling, 
which  did  honour  to  his  heart,  her  humble  grave.     Coarse   as    Incledon 
was  in  manners  and  in  general  conduct,  his  heart  was  kind,  and  the  scene 
of  this  visit  was  related  to  me  as  a  strange  mixture  of  the  pathetic  and  lu- 
dicrous.    After  standing   a  few  minutes  by  the  grave,  to  which    he  had 
walked  as  if  he  were  going  to  play  Captain  Macheath,  telling  blustering 
stories,  mingled  up  with  a  seasoning  of  oaths  and  jests,  he  burst  into  tears, 
literally  blubbering  like  a  great  boy  about  his  "  dear  mother."     He  re- 
mained a    few  minutes   silent.     Then  walking  away  as  if  he  had  been 
viewing  something  quite  indifferent  to  him,  he  recovered  his  former  spirits 
in  an  instant,  and  he  expressed  his  fears  that  he  should  be  too  late  for 
the  dinner-hour,  to    the  convivialities  of   which    he   was    a  well-known 
devotee. 

I  once  agreed  with  a  few"  friends  to  give  Incledon  a   dinner.     Our  mo- 
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tive  was  to  get  some  sea-songs  from  him,  which  no  one  ever  sang  in  so 
noble  and  inspiring  a  style,  nor  will  ever  so  sing  them  again.  After 
dosing  him  with  champagne  he  began  ;  and  whether  it  was  with  excitation 
of  the  wine,  or  real  power  on  his  part,  or  youthful  spirits  on  mine,  I 
know  not,  but  I  never  felt  the  effect  of  any  singing  so  powerfully.  His 
"  Storm"  still  thrills  in  my  ears.  He  drank  a  double  quantity  of  wine, 
and  the  scene  closed,  after  my  asking  him  to  give  "  Total  Eclipse,"  from 
Samson  Agonistes,  by  his  getting  only  half  through  it,  becoming  hors 
de  combat^  with  the  words  "  total  ecHpse — ipse-ipse"  on  his  tongue. — 
New  Monthly  Magazine.

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Mademoiselle  Rachel  has  just  concluded  a  most  successful  series  of  per- 
formances at  Brussels,  but  we  heartily  wish  her  back  again  at  the  Fran- 
9ais.  Rubini,  having  concluded  his  London  engagement,  is  about  to  be- 
take himself  to  the  English  provinces  to  give  concerts.  If  he  succeed  in 
obtaining  audiences  at  a  moment  like  the  present,  he  will  be  an  Orpheus 
indeed.  There  is  no  chance  of  our  hearing  him,  we  understand,  in  Paris, 
but,  of  course,  we  shall  have  an  opportunity  of  judging  of  him  at  some  of 
the  leading  concerts.  Madame  Viardot  Garcia  is  not  engaged  at  the 
Italian  Opera  for  the  ensuing  season,  but  it  is  still  boded  she  may  be 
added  to  the  company. — French  Paper.

Shakspere's 
Play  of  The  Tempest,  is  also  in  preparation  at  this  Theatre.     •     ' 

A  concert  was  given  last  night  in  the  Town-hall,  by  Mr.  M'Carroll, 
a  resident  professor,  which  was  extremely  well  attended.   Rubini  was  the 
great  magnet  of  attraction.      He  sung  "  Qujus  animan,"  from  Rossini's 
Stahat  Mater,  also  Tu  Vidrai,  and  Ei^a  Nembi  crudili,  with  his  ac- 
customed energy  and  power — now  loud  as  a  mountain  torrent,  and  now 
gentle  and  soft  as  an  "  angel's  whisper."     We  scarcely  need  add  that  he 
was  encored,  and  applauded  to  the  echo.

mill-street, Haymarket,  to  see  the  grand  Centrifugal  Railway,  200  feet  long,  on 
which  a  carriage  of  nearly  200  lb.,  containing  a  lady  or  gentleman,  descends  an 
inclined  plane,  passing  round  a  vertical  circle  of  40  feet,  turning  the  head  of  the 
individnal  downwards  and  feet  in  the  air ;  the  carriage  then  decends  the  circle, 
rises  a  second  inclined  plane,  and  lands  the  individual  safe,  at  the  rate  of  100  miles 
an  hour. — A  most  extraordinary  novelty.
